4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  the  funds  from 
the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  in  a  capital  reserve  fund;  the  interest  to 
be  used  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries;  the 
principal  to  be  used  when  further  expansion  becomes  necessary.

260:3  APPROVAL  OF  SITE  PLAN.  Amend  RSA  36  by  insert- 
ing after  section  19,  (supp)  as  amended  by  1963,  163:1,  the 
following  new  section:  36: 19-a  FURTHUR  POWER  OF  PLAN- 
NING BOARDS.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the   Board   of   Selectmen,  -Treasurer,   Tax   Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Commission,  Fire  De- 
partment and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:      Dec.  31,  1965  -Dec.  31,  1966: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1965  and 
December  31,  1966,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.    As  indicated 
therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $10,234.94  during  1966.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1966,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  in- 
dicated by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of 
appropriations  of  $1,294.87,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $684.93, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $609.94. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 
A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1966,  made  up  in  accordance 
w^ith  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1966,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  com- 
pared with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in 
the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  bal- 
ances made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Ver- 
ification of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  de- 
linquent taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS

liabilities)  decreased  from  $8,287.16  to  $7,677.22,  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1966,  as  shown  herewith:

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Department  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  and 
financial  statement  for  1966  together  with  the  budget  for  1967. 

One  item  in  the  financial  statement  deserves  further  ex- 
planation, the  Reserve  for  Dump  Fire  Control.  Seventy-five  dol- 
lars was  originally  budgeted  for  this  purpose  but  on  detailed  ex- 
amination proved  inadequate  to  do  the  job.  The  seventy-five 
dollars  remains  in  the  Reserve  item  along  with  an  additional  $125 
deemed  necessary  to  adequately  fund  the  project. 

The  Fire  Wards  believe  that  the  apparatus  and  equipment 
is  in  excellent  mechanical  condition  and  should  continue  to  serve 
the  Town  for  a  number  of  years.  The  only  exception  to  the  above 
statement,  which  we  believe  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Town,  is  the  fact  that  we  will  be  faced  with  the  necessity  of 
replacing  our  Pumper  within  two  or  three  years  due  to  its  ob- 
solescence by  the  Fire  Underwriters  Standards.    Compliance  with 
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the  underwriters  Standards  is  mandatory  if  we  wish  to  retain 
the  favorable  insurance  rates  that  we  now  enjoy. 

The  Fire  Wards  will  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  main- 
tain the  Department  at  the  lowest  possible  expense  to  the  Town 
commensurate  with  adequate  fire  protection.

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FIRE  RECORD 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  wardens, 
fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged  drought,  made 
one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very 
dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have  sub- 
stantially reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in 
1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors : 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town  or- 
ganization jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  preven- 
tion, training  and  suppression  with  dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program 
and  your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement. 
Major  problems  are  still  with  us:  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of 
cigarettes;  (2)  the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rub- 
bish; (3)  the  failure  of  woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  com- 
pletely extinguish  their  brush  burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  ex- 
tinguish camp  fires;  (5)  unsupervised  children  playing  with 
matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be 
protected.  In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area 
and  restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres  —  a  fine  testimonial 
to  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our 
forest  fire  control  organization. 

1 .  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are 
not  issued  between  9:00  a.  m.  and  5:00  p.  m.  except  on  rainy 
days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is  covered  with 
snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  at 
your  authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  —  instruct  your  children  that  match- 
es are  not  play  things.

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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  program  for  improving  the  Town  Hall  is  now  in  the  third 
year.  This  year,  following  the  schedule  outlined  in  1965,  the 
Advisory  Board  recommends  that  the  floors  of  the  entrance  hall 
and  main  hall  be  replaced. 

The  work  will  consist  of  leveling  the  present  floor  by  altering 
the  heights  of  the  existing  lally  columns,  removing  the  old  floor 
and  laying  a  new  select,  pre-finished  oak  floor. 

The  estimated  cost  of  accomplishing  this  work  is  $1800.00. 
The  Advisory  Board  would  hke  to  point  out  that  $3000.00  was 
estimated  for  the  improvement  program  in  1966;  however,  the 
Selectmen  were  able,  through  the  process  of  competitive  bidding, 
to  reduce  the  cost  to  less  than  $2000.00.  We  naturally  hope 
that  a  similar  savings  will  be  reflected  in  1967. 

Part  of  the  program  for  1966  was  not  completed  (plumbing 
at  an  estimated  $170.00),  but  will  be  done  in  early  spring  with 
the  money  voted  in  1966. 

The  Board  recommends  that  work  suggested  by  the  insur- 
ance company,  to  lower  the  insurance  rates  on  the  Town  Hall,  be 
accomplished  as  sooli  as  possible. 

Bumper  blocks  for  the  Town  Hall  Common  have  not  been  in- 
stalled, and  the  Board  still  feels  that  this  investment  would  be 
most  worthwhile  in  improving  the  Town  Hall  grounds. 

The  Advisory  Board  would  appreciate  any  comments  on  the 
work  being  done  on  the  Town  Hall,  and  would  like  the  oppor- 
tunity to  evaluate  any  suggestions  from  the  townspeople  regarding 
improvements  they  would  like  accomplished. 

During  the  year  the  Selectmen  contacted  the  Advisory  Board, 
together  with  other  Committees,  for  their  opinion  on  the  direc- 
tion the  Town  should  take  concerning  the  Mill  Village  Bridge. 
The  Board  was  in  accord  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Francestown  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  re- 
port to  the  Town  for  the  year  1966. 

In  the  fall  of  1966  a  series  of  seminars  were  held  in  Concord 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Planning  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development.  There  were  13  such 
weekly  sessions  covering  Community  Planning,  Zoning,  Housing 
and  Building  codes,  and  other  related  matters.  One  or  more 
members  of  the  Board  attended  every  session  where  the  subject 
matter  was  pertinent  to  Francestown,  and  much  valuable  inform- 
ation and  assistance  was  obtained. 

In  connection  with  this,  the  Board  has  continued  to  study  the 
matter  of  Building  and  Housing  codes,  as  well  as  the  possibility 
of  a  town  map.  In  addition,  the  Board  has  been  studying  the  Sub- 
division Regulations  now  in  force  with  an  eye  to  improving  them 
and  making  them  more  workable  alwa3's  considering  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Town  and  its  proper  growth.  A  public  hearing  on  these 
changes  will  be  held  in  the  early  spring. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Sub-division  Regulations,  all 
plat  plans  or  surveys  in  connection  with  deeds  to  be  recorded 
continue  to  pass  through  the  Planning  Board,  and  as  a  condition 
of  approval,  we  are  asking  for,  and  receiving,  copies  of  such  plans. 
In  addition  to  helping  the  Board,  these  maps  and  surveys  are 
also  of  value  to  the  Selectmen. 

The  Board  is  increasingly  aware  of  the  value  of  the  plan- 
ning function,  always,  of  course,  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Town,  and  are  grateful  for  the  interest  and  sup- 
port of  the  many  people  who  have  had  occasion  to  discuss  matters 
with  the  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the  past  year 
have  been  directed  at  establishing  a  picnic  area  on  Village  Im- 
provement Society  land  south  of  the  tennis  court  on  Route  136. 
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The  exact  site  is  contained  in  the  point  of  the  triangle  formed  by 
Route  136  and  the  old  road  from  the  Edwards  place  as  it  meets 
Route  136  at  Royal  Cleaves'  place.  The  ground  here  is  quite 
level,  and  the  pines  are  of  good  size.  The  pines  have  been  pruned, 
and  most  of  the  brush  within  the  area  has  been  cut.  This  has  all 
been  accomplished  by  volunteer  labor.  There  still  remains  the 
brush  along  the  shoulder  of  Route  136  to  be  cut.  The  members 
of  the  Conservation  Commission  extend  an  invitation  to  all 
would-be  volunteers  to  help  us  finish  this  clearing  project  this 
spring. 

Some  of  the  other  activities  engaged  in  by  the  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  are  briefly  described  below. 

1.  A  preliminary  survey  was  made  of  the  Town's  ten-acre 
lot  adjacent  to  the  cemetery  to  explore  the  possibility  of  laying 
out  nature  trails. 

2.  The  Commission  was  represented  at  a  NATURAL 
BEAUTY  and  ENVIRONMENTAL  QUALITY  WORKSHOP  at 
Plymouth  State  College,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Cooperative  Ex- 
tension Services  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  As  a  result  of 
this  workshop  meeting,  one  of  our  members  has  agreed  to  serve 
on  the  Natural  Beauty  Committee  for  Hillsboro  County.  The 
purpose  of  this  Committee  is  to  seek  solutions  to  such  problems 
as  abandoned  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  roadside  junk  yards,  and 
abandoned  buildings. 

3.  Members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  were  fortun- 
ate to  be  able  to  assist  in  a  plant  identification  project  for  nature 
trails  at  the  Greenfield  State  Park  this  past  season,  which  included 
compiling  material  for  a  printed  Trail  Guide  folder.  This  project 
was  carried  out  under  the  direction  and  sponsorship  of  the  New 
England  Wild  Flower  Preservation  Society. 

4.  The  Commission  was  also  represented  at  one  session  on 
Land  Uses,  of  the  Community  Planning  Seminar,  given  at  Con- 
cord by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Francestown,  I  respect- 
fully submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

Very  fortunately  only  one  change  in  staff  was  necessary  in  the 
Francestown  school  this  year.  Mr.  John  Fessenden  of  New  Bos- 
ton, New  Hampshire  was  hired  as  principal  and  teacher  of  grades 
6,  7  and  8,  replacing  Mr.  Raymond  White.  Mr.  Fessenden  has 
had  elementary  teaching  experience  in  Henniker,  Dunbarton  and 
New  Boston  and  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  State  College. 

Now  that  the  schools  are  in  satisfactory  operation,  time  has 
dimmed  the  anguish  that  this  superintendent,  and  many  other 
superintendents  in  the  state,  experienced  in  finding  teachers  for 
the  current  school  year.  This  year  the  teacher  shortage  was  even 
more  severe  than  in  any  year  in  the  past,  and  it  can  be  expected 
that  the  situation  is  going  to  become  more  of  a  problem  with  each 
coming  year.  This  is  not  a  situation  which  is  peculiar  to  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  but  is  a  nation-wide  problem. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  the  unusual  teacher  shortage: 
first,  increased  elementary  and  secondary  enrollments;  second, 
new  educational  programs  stimulated  by  Federal  financial  assist- 
ance and  local  interest  that  have  drawn  off  a  number  of  teachers; 
third,  migration  of  teachers  to  the  higher  salaried  positions  in  in- 
dustry and  also  to  other  nearby  states;  and  fourth,  the  inability 
of  our  state  educational  training  institutions  to  accept  all  those 
who  are  interested  in  going  into  teaching  because  of  the  lack  of 
sufficient  facilities.  These  situations  are  not  going  to  be  immedi- 
ately resolved. 

Francestown  was  quite  fortunate  in  having  a  full  complement 
of  teachers  as  were  all  other  towns  of  the  supervisory  union,  since 
a  report  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  indicated 
that  as  of  August  30th,  1966,  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  school, 
there  were  still  158  classrooms  that  had  no  teachers;  96  of  these 
vacancies  were  at  the  elementary  school  level,  44  in  the  secondary 
school,  and   1 8  in  special  classes. 

The  simplest  way  to  solve  this  problem  is  to  use  every  means 
available  to  the  local  district  to  encourage  the  staff  to  stay  in  their 
present  positions  and  continue  cs  teachers  in  the  Francestown 
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School.  One  of  the  best  ways  of  doing  this  is  to  try  and  insure 
that  there  will  not  be  a  migration  of  teachers  into  other  commun- 
ities, by  providing  salaries  which  meet  the  competition  in  the  area. 
Within  the  budget  presented  to  the  district  this  year  fair  salary 
increases  are  being  requested  to  meet  this  need. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  Francestown  School  is  in  good  condition.  This  year  the 
entire  main  floor  was  painted  completely,  and  improvements  were 
made  in  the  lavatory  areas  to  provide  a  more  healthful  and  sanitary 
condition.  In  the  budget  presented  for  district  action  in  March, 
request  is  made  for  storm  windows  to  be  placed  on  the  front  of 
the  building,  which  will  complete  the  window  insulation  project. 

The  school  grounds  are  slowly  being  improved  from  what,  at 
one  time,  was  a  brook  bed  to  a  play  area  where  youngsters  can 
engage  in  vigorous  physical  activities.  This  past  year  basketball 
backboards  were  put  up  in  the  black-topped  area  and  the  elm 
trees  in  the  vicinity  of  the  playground  area  were  trimmed  on  an 
emergency  basis. 

In  another  year,  the  outside  of  the  building  will  have  to  be 
painted  at  least  on  a  touch-up  basis,  since  the  school  seems  to  be 
a  structure  that  has  difficulty  in  holding  its  paint.  Also,  in  an- 
other year  the  downstairs  classrooms  should  be  painted  to  be 
brought  up  to  the  condition  of  the  rest  of  the  building. 

Finance 

In  a  society  where  the  costs  of  all  things  are  constantly  mount- 
ing, it  is  satisfying  to  see  a  budget  for  the  operation  of  the  schools 
in  1967-68  that  increases  only  very  slightly.  The  largest  increase 
is  shown  in  the  200  series,  an  increase  of  approximately  $1200  is 
budgeted  to  provide  for  adequate  teachers'  salaries  to  meet  com- 
petition in  this  area.  In  the  1200  series  an  increase  of  about  S400 
is  shown  to  provide  for  further  trimming  of  trees  in  the  basket- 
ball area,  to  install  the  storm  windows  already  mentioned,  also 
to  provide  an  overhead  projector  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  in  the 
school.  In  1477.1,  Tuitions,  a  decrease  of  $300  is  shown,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  the  instruction  at  Peterborough 
High  School  is  increased  from  $671  to  S726  per  pupil.  The  de- 
crease is  shown  because  of  fewer  children  that  will  be  edu- 
cated at  the  secondary  level  tliin  are  being  tuitioned  this  year. 
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In  1477.3,  Supervisory  Union  Expenses,  an  increase  is  shown  of 
$400,  part  of  this  is  for  a  more  appropriate  Superintendent's 
salary  and  part  of  this  for  additional  salary  and  expenses  at  the 
Union  office. 

On  the  income  side  of  the  ledger,  a  little  bit  less  is  being 
estimated  than  was  actually  received  in  this  current  year,  namely, 
about  $800,  this  because  of  a  reduction  in  tuition  income.  These 
changes  result  in  an  assessment  of  about  $2000  over  that  which 
was  assessed  for  the  operation  of  the  school  during  the  present 
year. 

Cooperative  School  Study 

By  the  time  action  is  taken  on  the  proposed  budget,  a  deter- 
mination will  have  been  made  as  to  the  organizational  structure 
within  which  the  Town  of  Francestown  will  be  operating  as  of 
July  1968.  It  seems  that  the  Con-Val  Coop  will  come  into  being 
in  some  form,  and  thus  Francestown  will  have  taken  one  addi- 
tional step  toward  a  better  educational  offering  for  its  children. 
The  more  central,  large  educational  organization  formed  by  the 
Coop  is  better  suited  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  children 
and  has  the  tax  base  to  easily  provide  the  necessary  funds.  The 
most  important  advantage  to  children  of  Francestown  is  that  they 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  a  departmentalized 
junior  high  school  program  which  will  better  equip  them  for 
meeting  the  requirements  of  high  school  life.  This  will  also  mean 
that  all  of  the  classrooms  of  the  Francestown  School  will  have  two 
grade  levels,  which  is  a  marked  improvement  over  the  three-grade 
situation  which  exists  at  this  time  in  two  classrooms.  Frances- 
town  should  be  thankful  for  committee  member  citizens  who  de- 
voted much  time  and  effort  to  this  landmark  reorganization  plan. 
Francestown  will  be  a  better  town  to  live  in  because  of  their 
efforts  and  the  results  of  the  reorganization. 

Conclusion 

I  want  to  compliment  the  teachers  of  the  Francestown  School 
for  the  good  job  they  have  been  doing  this  year  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  their  children.  Their  efforts,  along  with  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  St.  John  and  Howard  Kiblin,  have  helped  to  provide  a  school 
program  and  atmosphere  which  insure  good  education  for  Frances- 
town  children. 
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The  local  school  board  has  worked  diligently  and  efficiently 
in  solving  school  problems  as  they  developed.  Without  their  help, 
assistance,  and  support,  minor  problems  could  have  developed 
into  major  ones. 

Certainly,  a  school  can  be  no  better  than  the  community  it 
serves,  and  Francestown  School  has  been  successful  through 
community  interest,  support  and  understanding.
